Potomac Fever 


Acute Equine Diarrhea Syndrome (A.E.D.S.) Situation Report 

July 27,1983 


This summer 65 cases of A.E.D.S. have 
been reported. Among these 20 have died or 
were euthanized for humane reasons. 

With the exception of one case in Carroll 
county, all cases have been in Montgomery 
county and all cases have occurred in June 
and July except one in May. Geographically 
in Montgomery county many cases are locat¬ 


ed along the Potomac river with a lesser case 
number dispersed in areas away from the 
river. 

The investigation this summer has been 
strengthened in these areas: 

1. Rapid submission of biological samples 
to laboratories for analysis 
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2. Submission of dead horses for autopsy 
to the College Park Animal Health Lab¬ 
oratory of the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) 

3. Extensive epidemiological inquiries 
(biological detective work) have been 
launched enlisting the help of the Vir- 
ginia-Maryland Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine and the Universi¬ 
ty of Pennsylvania, School of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine 

Investigations include but are not limited 
to the following: 

1. Insect trapping and identification 

2. Examining pastures for poisonous 
plants 

3. Scrutiny of blisters (vesicles) found on 
the mucous membranes of the mouth 
with attempts at virus isolation from 
the fluid contents 

All scientists concerned are working dil¬ 
igently to try to identify the causative agent 
and methods of transmission of A.E.D.S. 
Private practicing veterinarians and labora¬ 
tory scientists are meeting extremely heavy 
workloads. Weekly adjustments are being 
made at MDA's College Park Laboratory to 
handle the increasing biological sample and 
autopsy load.

History: 

In the summer of 1979, a few cases of 
A.E.D.S. were reported as they occurred on 
farms along the Potomac river in Maryland. 
In each of the succeeding summers (1980, 
1981) this acute equine diarrhea malady ap¬ 
peared and each fall seemed to disappear, 
only to recur the following summer. 

The geographical recognition of A.E.D.S. 
began on farms along the Potomac river in 
Montgomery county in 1979 but by 1982 it 
was recognized in adjacent parts of Frederick 
and Howard counties in Maryland. Also, re¬ 
ports of a disease entity believed to be 
A.E.D.S. were received from along the Sus¬ 


quehanna river valley in Pennsylvania and 
from a horse race track in southern Ohio. 

Clinical Signs: 

A typical case of A.E.D.S. would follow 
this sequence. 

On Tuesday evening animal would be off 
feed but would finally eat after an unusual 
delay. On Wednesday would refuse feed, be 
depressed and have a fever (102-102.5 de¬ 
grees F). Wednesday evening a veterinarian 
would be called to see the sick animal. 
Sounds indicating hyperactivity in the gut 
would be very evident, and the white blood 
cell count would be markedly low: 4,000- 
5,000 cells per milliliter of blood. On Thurs¬ 
day an acute "explosive" watery type diar¬ 
rhea would be evident. In approximately 
20% of the cases of A.E.D.S., founder (lami- 
nitis) has appeared, usually 3-4 days follow¬ 
ing the acute episode. 

Treatment: 

Since the cause of A.E.D.S. has not been 
identified specific treatment directed at the 
cause cannot be carried out. The next best 
thing is to direct treatment against the dis¬ 
ease signs of severe diarrhea and dehydra¬ 
tion; thus digestive tract protective medica¬ 
tions are given. Also large volumes of fluid 
are administered intravenously to combat 
the dehydration. 

Epidemiology (Disease Pattern): 

As stated earlier, A.E.D.S. is seen during 
the summer months. The attack rate is usu¬ 
ally low—often only one horse on a farm that 
has 20-50 animals. It is usually seen in ma¬ 
ture horses ranging in age from 4 to 20 years. 
Usually these animals are idle at the time of 
the disease episode. However, a history of 
possible stress due to transportation or par¬ 
ticipation in a horse show is common. Ap¬ 
proximately 25% of the horses affected with 
A.E.D.S. die. 

We believe that A.E.D.S. does occur in 
other geographical areas of the United 
States, although apparently not with enough 
horses involved that the disease pattern is 
recognizable. □

Masked Dancer Rewards 
Ron and Carolyn Green

Ron and Carolyn Green have repeatedly 
invested every cent they own in farmland 
and horses. Some deals turned out well, 
some didn't. Frequently, they hung on with 
their fingernails—waiting, waiting, always 
waiting for the big horse to come their way. 

And now, after 17 years at Green Willow 
Farms, Carolyn knows she has the horse 
she's been looking for. His name is Masked 
Dancer and he's Maryland's hottest young 
stallion with only two crops of racing age. 

From his first crop (3-year-olds of 1983) 
Masked Dancer is represented by two stakes 
winners. Masked Romance and Holiday 
Dancer. And last month at Bowie, he got his 
first 2-year-old stakes winner of 1983 when 
first-time starter Masked Barb galloped to a 
six-length score in the $25,000 Toddler 
Stakes. 

A first-time starter winning a stake by six 
lengths in time only a second and one-fifth 
slower than the track record! That's an in¬ 
credible performance and focuses the atten¬ 
tion of all breeders on the Greens' stallion. 

Masked Dancer has the pedigree to be any 
kind. His sire is Nijinsky II and his dam is the 
Spy Song mare Masked Lady. Additionally, 
Masked Dancer is a big, handsome hunk of 
horseflesh. He stands 16.3, has a beautiful 
bay coat and moves on legs which are heav¬ 
ily endowed with big, dense bone. He's the 
kind of horse who could have been anything 
but on the race track turned out to be noth¬ 
ing. That's how the Greens came to get him. 
Unraced 4-year-olds don't have much value, 
even if sired by Nijinsky II. 
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The Greens bought Masked Dancer in the 
fall of 1978 for something less than $100,000. 
Last month they turned down two offers of 
$2 million for him without even attempting 
to negotiate a higher price. 

"We're not interested in selling him at any 
price," says Ron. "He is what we always 
wanted to have—a good stallion. He'll not 
only help Carolyn and me, he'll also help 
Maryland's breeding industry. That's one of 
the big problems with Marylanders, every 
time a likely stallion turns up they right away 
sell him to Kentucky. 

"Marylanders can raise horses just as good 
as those boys in Kentucky, and Carolyn and I 
want to help prove it. By keeping Masked 
Dancer here, maybe that'll encourage other 
breeders to do the same thing. Take Billy 
Boniface, for example. I'm certain he'll stand 
Deputed Testamony at his farm in Mary¬ 
land. A few other good stallion prospects 
like that can put Maryland back on the map." 

Ironically, Masked Dancer began life in 
Kentucky where he was bred by Leslie 
Combs II, owner of Spendthrift Farm which 
is one of the world's largest commercial 
breeding establishments. 

Injured as a yearling. Masked Dancer 
never got sound enough to race. "They 
trained him as a 3 and 4-year-old," says Ron, 
"but something always stopped him. After 
that last injury, they gave up on him. And 
that's how we came to get him." 

Key man in the transaction between the 
Greens and Spendthrift Farm was John Wil- 
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liams, a former Marylander now manager of 
Spendthrift. Williams (who managed Hel- 
more Farm in Howard county for Edgar 
Lucas before going to Kentucky) is the same 
man who sold Traffic Cop (sire of Deputed 
Testamony) to the Bonifaces. 

Recalls Ron Green: "John calls us fre¬ 
quently with stallion prospects that Spend¬ 
thrift is trying to sell. They've got 43 stallions 
standing at Spendthrift, so they frequently 
find themselves with promising young hors¬ 
es that they've got no room for in the stallion 
barn. Masked Dancer was in that category. 

"Usually when John calls. I'm interested 
in what he has to offer. I sound out our own 
clients and see whether they think the horse 
is worth what Spendthrift is asking. Some¬ 
times it's yes and sometimes no. But up until 
Masked Dancer was offered, I had never 


made a commitment without first going to 
our own people. 

"With Masked Dancer, it was different. 
When John told me how the horse was bred 
and what he looked like, I told him I'd catch a 
plane the next morning so I could have a look 
at him. 

"When I got to Spendthrift I loved what I 
saw. He has one tendon that's just a hair 
thicker than the other one. Except for that. 
I've never been able to find a thing wrong 
with him. 

"I called Carolyn from Spendthrift and 
told her we should make the deal. Of course, 
we didn't have enough money. We never 
do. So it was up to Carolyn to call our people 
and sell some shares at $3,000 each. Right 
off, she got her brother (Bill Rauck) who of¬ 
fered to go halves with us. Bill's coming in 
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Masked Dancer continued 

made the difference. Later we sold nine 
shares in what we set up as a 36-share syndi¬ 
cate. The other 27 shares are owned half by 
Bill Rauck and half by Carolyn and me." (The 
nine shareholders in addition to Rauck and 
the Greens are Billy Christmas, Bill Gross, 
Angie Pepino, Buckshaven Farm, Mary Kin¬ 
der, Horace Parker, Joan Lanier, Donald 
Golab and Spencer English.) 

Masked Dancer stood his first season in 
1979 for a fee of $750 live foal. He was bred to 
36 mares that year. In 1980 he had 54 mares 
and followed that with 57 in 1981, 40 in 1982 
and 60 in 1983. His fee was raised in 1981 
from $1,000 to $2,500 live foal. The horse's 
1984 fee will be announced in September or 
October. Shares, meanwhile, are now calcu¬ 
lated to be worth $55,000 based on a $2 mil¬ 
lion value for the horse. 

Sharing the stallion barn with Masked 
Dancer are Rock'n Rollick, Dancing Master 
(Fr), Nearly On Time and the brand-new 
acquisitions Teddy's Courage and One More 
Slew. 

The latter horse, obtained from Due Pro¬ 
cess Stable, is a 3-year-old son of Seattle 
Slew and will stand his first season in 1984 
for a live foal fee of $1,500. Like Masked 
Dancer, One More Slew is unraced. 

During Green Willow Farms' 17-year ex¬ 
istence there have been perhaps another ten 
stallions which came and went, either 
through sale or death. Most of them paid 
their way, usually making a small profit for 
the Greens. But there has never been any¬ 
thing like Masked Dancer at the 200-acre 
breeding establishment. 

Recalling how she came to get into the 
horse business, Carolyn reveals that her 
original purchase of property amounted to 
only nine acres. 

"I was assistant to the personnel director 
for Westinghouse in Eldersburg at the time," 
says Mrs. Green. "I was single and had been 
active as a horse show rider as a child. So I 
thought I'd buy a small place for my mother 
(Myrtle Rauck) and me. My brother Bill 
thought I was crazy. 

"Anyway I bought the nine acres with 
nothing on it. We built the house (which is 
still the Rauck-Green home) and a bam. I got 
some riding horses and then started to look 
around for boarders. Because I needed ad¬ 


vice, I repeatedly called Harold Ferguson 
(manager of Sagamore Farm). Finally, he of¬ 
fered me a job. So I left Westinghouse and 
went to work for Sagamore in the office." 

Carolyn's first increase in acreage occur¬ 
red when three contiguous acres were ac¬ 
quired. That gave her 12 acres. Then she 
bought 90 acres a few years later. 

Carolyn married Ronald Green ten years 
ago. Ron, a local farm boy, had worked for 
Dr. Wendell Loomis of the Reisterstown Vet¬ 
erinary Center for over ten years. 

Since their marriage, the Greens have ad¬ 
ded yet another 100 acres to their property. 
Additionally, they lease 250 acres for farm¬ 
ing. 


Says Carolyn: "Ron and I are always going 
in over our head on land and horses. Many's 
the night I've laid awake wondering how we 
would get the money for something we had 
just bought. But somehow we've always 
lucked out. I guess our philosophy is pretty 
much like (the late) Tom O'Farrell used to 
say: 'If you're going to be forced into a sher¬ 
iff's sale, you better see to it that you have a 
good one.'" □

Luigi Gino 
Successful 
As Trainer

After watching his homebred filly 
Masked Barb win the Toddler Stakes in her 
first start, Joe Piccioni Sr. summarized his 
feelings simply. "This is the happiest mo¬ 
ment of my life," said the owner of Joe's El 
Rancho restaurant in Clinton, Md. 


"Mr. Piccioni has been racing horses for 35 
years," his trainer Luigi Gino said later, 
"and Masked Barb is the first really good 
horse he has had." But while Masked Barb's 
spectacular win in the Toddler represented a 
high point in the lives of her breeder-own¬ 
ers, Barbara and Joseph Piccioni, it may have 
meant almost as much to Luigi Gino and his 
family. The story behind the filly and her 
connections reads like a script for one of 
those movies that only Sylvester Stallone 
makes nowadays. 


"We had intended to run Masked Barb in 
the Toddler all along," recalls Gino. "But she 
got the snots just before she was to make her 
first start and we couldn't run her. In the 
weeks before the Toddler she was doing so 
well that I phoned Mr. Piccioni at the hospi¬ 
tal. I told him we were going to run the filly 
in the Toddler without a prep and I promised 
him that we were going to win. That's how 
much faith I had in this filly." 

Mr. Piccioni had been hospitalized with 
kidney trouble for a month but on the day of 
the Toddler he got out of bed and went to 
Bowie. Assisted by his future son-in-law Al¬ 
berto Delgado, Gino kept his promise—with 
a vengeance. Delgado, who will marry 
Gino's 18-year-old daughter Julie on August 
28, rode the gray filly to a six-length victory. 
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For a man who has been training for only a 
little more than two years, Luigi Gino, age 
42, has done all right. His horses earned 
$114,373 last year and at the rate he's going, 
he might easily double that figure in 1983. 
Masked Barb is his second stakes winner and 
he has another stakes horse in A. Marini, a 
2-year-old colt which his wife Marisa owns 
in partnership with Sherman (Mike) Chin. 
That colt was third in the Playpen Stakes on 
closing day at Bowie. 

"Gino was one of the leading trainers at 
Bowie this meeting," exclaims Marisa 
proudly, "And he only has 10 horses actually 
in training. He is especially good with babies 
and patch-ups. Just look at Masked Barb." 

The afterglow of excitement from the Tod¬ 
dler still lingered at Gino's barn days after 
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the race. Mr. Piccioni chatted in enthusiastic 
Italian with Marisa's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Anthony Marini, here visiting from Rome. 
And Marisa beamed as she watched Luigi 
scurry from stall to stall, shouting directions 
in English and Italian. Mrs. Gino has a right 
to be proud. Her husband has successfully 
built a new career as a trainer on the ruins of 
his old life as a jockey. 

Gino, whose surname is also his nick¬ 
name, earned his living riding races for 15 
years. "I was 15 when I came to this country 
from Italy. I lived with my father, a cement 
finisher, in Jersey City. I worked nights in a 
bakery and slept most days in school. When 
someone sized me up and suggested I be a 
jockey, I said, 'What's that?' He told me they 
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Gino continued 

rode race horses and made lots of money. 
That's when I decided to be a jockey.' 

"I was leading apprentice at Garden State 
when I started. After I lost the bug I never set 
the world on fire though I made a good liv¬ 
ing." But Gino's riding career jolted to a 
sickening halt in 1975 when he and five other 
riders were accused of pulling their horses in 
the St. Valentine's Day triple at Bowie. Gino 
was one of three men to go to jail for the 
offense. The father of three spent six months 
in prison and when he got out he faced a 
five-year suspension from the Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

Like some men, some families might have 
folded under that kind of strain. The Gino 
family didn't. And as if to remind himself 
and others of the permanence of their bond, 
Gino has the names of his wife and daugh¬ 
ters neatly tattooed on his forearms. 


Luigi had supported his family by working 
construction before his trial, and he found 
work galloping horses at farms when he re¬ 
turned home. "I never wanted to give up 
horses, and even when things looked bad I 
didn't lose faith in God. And there were 
people like Mrs. Betty Miller at Merry land 
who had faith in me and helped me out." 
Gino worked several jobs simultaneously to 
make ends meet, galloping at Merryland, 
Derby Hill and Lewisfield. Marisa, Gino's 
"Rock of Gibraltar," helped out by working 
occasionally at the track clubhouse. 

In a move that evoked sharp criticism, the 
Maryland Racing Commission reinstated 
Gino and two other men in November, 1980. 
Free to do anything but ride races, Gino got 
his trainer's license. But it is one thing to take 
out a license and another to make a living 
training horses. Ex-jockeys who turn to con- 
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ditioning frequently wind up as ex-trainers 
as well. 

Gino got his first horse in 1981 when Mike 
Chin gave him Sweet Chrissy. "Sweet 
Chrissy was practically a cripple when I got 
her. She had problems in her knees and an¬ 
kles. She hadn't done anything in her last 
three starts, so we gave her some time off 
and babied her and she ran second the first 
time out for us." A few months later Sweet 
Chrissy set a track record at Timonium, run¬ 
ning the mile in 1:38 to score by 17 lengths. 
The following summer she won the second 
division of that track's Summer Breeze 
Stakes. 

Sweet Chrissy got Gino off to a flying start 
and soon after she was claimed for $25,000 
last January, Mr. Piccioni sent him Masked 
Barb. (Sweet Chrissy won the Jameela 
Handicap in May.) Gino got his other stable 
star, A. Marini, from his breeders, Drs. A. 
Edward Verdi and H.J. Kossow, at the 1982 
Eastern Fall yearling sale. The $9,000 Groton 
colt fractured a hock when he placed second

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(through disqualification) in his first start on 
May 18. But he recovered sufficiently to win 
by five lengths next time out in a maiden 
special race on July 8—after having dumped 
Alberto Delgado and run off during the post 
parade. In his next start—the Playpen—he 
finished third, six lengths behind Stag a Lee. 

It was Marisa, who won't approach their 
horses until they are in their stalls, who 
picked A. Marini out of the sale. "I love our 
horses and buy them 50 pounds of carrots 
every week. But they scare me," she says. 

Marisa and Gino met 22 years ago when 
Gino returned home to Rome for a visit. She 
was 16 when they married. "Marisa didn't 
have any formal education in this country," 
says Gino. "Yet she taught herself how to 
keep books and everything. She keeps track 
of all of my horses and owners. If she can't 
come to a race, the first thing the owner 
wants to know is, 'Where's Marisa?' " 

Since Marisa handles the business prob¬ 
lems, Gino is free to concentrate on his hors¬ 
es. Their three daughters Guiliana (Julie), 
Christina, 15, and Gina, 10, also help out 
around the bam, caring for the family's rab¬ 
bits and chickens as well as for the horses. 

Gino's foreman is Oscar Mancilla of Chile 
and his son, 16-year-old Oscar Jr., helps 
Gino exercise in the mornings. "I try to get 
on all of my horses about every other day," 
says the trainer. "That way I know how 
they're going. And because of that I don't 
need to breeze them often. In fact, once I feel 
that a horse is in shape, I rarely do anything 
more than a two-minute lick in the morning. 
I'd rather they saved themselves for the af¬ 
ternoons." □ 
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Heartlight 
No. One in 
Hollywood 
Oaks-Gl

If you've never heard of Heartlight No. 
One it may be because you don't live in Cali¬ 
fornia. At Hollywood Park last month, the 
3-year-old Maryland-bred filly galloped to a 
12-length victory in the Hollywood Oaks, 
thereby becoming her sire Rock Talk's first 
Grade 1 stakes winner. 

And if the name Heartlight No. One seems 
a little odd—well, consider that her owner- 
breeder is Burt Bacharach, songwriter extra¬ 
ordinaire and co-composer of the hit song 
"Heartlight" which never quite made it to 
No. 1 but did get to fifth place on Billboard's 
Hot 100 ratings. 

Heartlight No. One is one of seven Mary- 
land-breds now training in California for 
Bacharach. She was foaled in Maryland to be 
eligible for Maryland-bred benefits but 
raised at Country Roads Farm, a 75-acre es¬ 
tablishment in West Virginia where Bacha¬ 
rach keeps his 11 broodmares under the 
name Blue Seas Music, Inc. Although Coun¬ 
try Roads is owned by Bacharach's business 
manager Alfred Braunstein, it is operated by 
Vinnie and Suzanne Moscarelli, who lease 
the farm from Braunstein in order to raise 
horses for him, Bacharach, and New Yorker 
Ted Shapiro. The best horses are sent to 
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Maryland, New York or, in Bacharach's case, 
California to run. 

Vinnie Moscarelli is, incidentally, known 
in the polo world as Vinnie Rizzo. He be¬ 
came "Rizzo" as a teenager when he was 
mistakenly registered with the United States 
Polo Association under his uncle's name. 
Vinnie, a former high-goal player for the Po¬ 
tomac Polo Club, never corrected the error. 
In fact, his son Vince Jr. is now playing polo 
under the name of Rizzo. 

Braunstein bought Country Roads in 1978 
because he wanted a place to keep his and 
Bacharach's growing broodmare bands as 
well as raise and train their offspring. Vin¬ 
nie, a friend from his polo days who was 
training horses in Maryland and Charles 
Town, looked throughout Maryland before 
settling on Country Roads, 3 l /2 miles from 
the Charles Town track. 

Braunstein and Vinnie's wife Suzanne 
first drove out to see the farm during a bliz¬ 
zard in 1978. The trip through the snow from 
National Airport took hours, and all the way 
the radio welcomed them with John Den¬ 



ver's anthem to West Virginia, "Take Me 
Home, Country Roads," from which they 
took the name of the farm. 

Naming both the farm and its best horse 
after hit songs is not the only coincidence at 
Country Roads. In the early days of the farm, 
Braunstein happened to be in a seaside town 
in New England. Without ever conferring 
with the Moscarellis, he asked a local wood- 
carver to design and make an original sign 
with a hillbilly motif. Meanwhile, Suzanne 
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chose exactly the same elements for the 
farm's stationery—a hillbilly, complete with 
jug of moonshine, with a foal by a tree. 

Country Roads is small but well-designed 
and functional. The Moscarellis' small brick 
rancher is close to the 240-foot long, 30-stall 
barn and indoor arena. Suzanne likes having 
everything in one bam. "In winter, we never 
have to go outside," she says. One reason for 
choosing the location was the proximity of 
the track at Charles Town, where Country 
Roads trains its horses. 

The design of the farm suits its purpose. 
"Our philosophy is stay small and pay a lot 
of attention," says Braunstein. "We don't 
have the big white board fences, but big 
white board fences don't win races." 


The Moscarellis, who handle the day-to- 
day operation of the farm, do take special 
care of their charges. Each horse is brought 
inside every day, and they are led out indi¬ 
vidually rather than in a herd. They are 
groomed often by Suzanne or employee 
Marshall Williams. "I just know they must 
feel so much better," says Suzanne. 

The special treatment paid off in the case 
of Heartlight No. One. Two days after the 
foal (her mother's first) came from Round-

about Farm in Poolesville, where she was 
dropped, she was savaged by her mother, a 
Tell mare named Icantell. "All hell broke 
loose," says Braunstein. "That mare tried to 
kill her foal like no other mare ever." 

Fortunately, on the house TV monitor 
Suzanne noticed the foal quivering in a cor¬ 
ner of the stall and saved it. "The vet said, 
'Forget it, just get a nursemare, just get a 
nursemare/" she relates. Instead, she went 
out every two hours for three weeks to 
twitch the mare and let the foal nurse. Mare 
and foal were placed in adjacent stalls with 
boards removed so they could see each 
other. In the paddock, the foal would cringe 
as her mother ran at her, until Suzanne put 
them out with two docile mares and their 
foals. Eventually, after three months, Ican¬ 
tell learned her duty as a mother. 

Because of this incident, the filly was origi¬ 
nally named Been Rejected. The name was 
changed shortly after she arrived in Califor¬ 
nia last fall. "Burt Bacharach took one look at 
that and said 'You ain't gonna name my 
horse that,'" laughs Braunstein. 

Bacharach owned another Maryland-bred 
stakes winner several years ago. No No, a 
gelding by T.V. Commercial out of Cuba 
Bound, won the Los Feliz and the Debonair 
Stakes in 1978 and took the Sierra Madre 
Handicap in 1980. Bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
George Odom, No No was foaled at Wood- 
stock Farm in Chesapeake City. He was 
bought by Robert Wingfield, then Burt Bach- 
arach's trainer. 

Bacharach now has six horses in addition 
to Heartlight No. One training with Pedro 
Marti in California. Garlic, one of the six, is a 
3-year-old Rollicking colt out of Icantell's 
half sister Hot Food and thus is related to 
Heartlight No. One through both sire and 
dam. She won by nearly five lengths in the 
first race the day of the Hollywood Oaks. 

The songwriter was at Hollywood Park on 
Oaks Day for his double victory. Heartlight 
No. One had pulled a back muscle in January 
when finishing third in her first start, but she 
broke her maiden in her only other start June 
4. The quality of the competition was fierce 
for such an inexperienced horse. The favor¬ 
ite was Bright Crocus, who had won the Fair 
Grounds Oaks-G3 and taken second in 
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Braunstein, shown at top with yearling colts by 
Cold Reception and Isella, is business manager 
for songwriter Burt Bacharach, who bred and 
owns the Hollywood Oaks winner. Opposite and 
above, Suzanne lunges 2-year-old *Snow Knight 
filly in building which serves as bam and arena. 

Princess Rooney's Kentucky Oaks-Gl. Also 
formidable were winner and runner-up, re¬ 
spectively, of the Princess Stakes-G3, Sweet 
Diane and Preceptress. 

Bacharach did not feel his horse was 
ready, but Marti was convinced she could 
win. "Pedro said this filly is just something 
special. He kept talking about this very spe¬ 
cial filly," says Braunstein. It took an hour, 
but trainer Marti convinced owner Bacha¬ 
rach to run his horse. With Laffit Pincay Jr. 
aboard, Heartlight No. One was in front all 
the way. She easily ran the first three-quar¬ 
ters in lilOys, giving her a six-length lead, 
and she pulled away in the stretch to finish in 
1:49% for the nine furlongs, 12 lengths in 
front. It was fitting that singer Neil Dia¬ 
mond, who recorded and helped write 
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"Heartlight," presented the trophy to the 
winner. 

Heartlight No. One's dam Icantell is by 
Tell out of Loyal Ruler, Burt Bacharach's 
foundation mare bought in 1970. In 1980, 
after coming up barren one year and slipping 
twins the next. Loyal Ruler was sold in foal to 
Caucasus for $85,000. Four of her daughters 
remain at Country Roads. 

Another important mare at Country Roads 
is *Lorgnette II, bought in foal to Dancing 
Champ for $7,500 at a 1977 Timonium sale. 
Her second foal, Au Printemps by Dancing 
Champ, was sold as a 2-year-old for $52,000 
and went on to win the British Columbia 
Oaks. In 1981 she produced Ibitsamm, who 
became the highest priced Caucasus filly 
ever when she brought $150,000. 

The remarkable produce record of *Lor- 
gnette II, notes owner Braunstein, is "kind of 
interesting for a mare that cost $7,500." 

"In foal!" adds Vinnie. 

As for Icantell, she has produced a colt by 
*Snow Knight and a filly by T. V. Commercial 
since Heartlight No. One. She was on her 
best behavior for both, despite having to stay 
in the stall for several months to nurse Wal¬ 
do, the colt, who broke a bone in his foot. 


Icantell has no 1983 foal but was bred to Halo 
last spring. 

Much of the success of Country Roads is 
owed to Maryland stallions. When Bacha- 
rach and Braunstein moved their brood¬ 
mares from Claiborne Farm in 1978, it was 
already late spring and their choices were 
limited to the studs that could accept them. 
They sent three mares to Merryland Farm 
and one each to Glade Valley, Bonita and 
Windfields, and have continued to patronize 
these farms, especially Windfields, in an ef¬ 
fort to upgrade their stock. Country Roads 
customers now own shares in Benefice, 
Shelter Half, North Flight and Rock Talk, 
and the farm has raised horses by Halo, 
*Snow Knight, Val de l'Orne (Fr), T. V. Com¬ 
mercial and Double Edge Sword. 

Vinnie Moscarelli divides his time these 
days between the track in the morning and 
the farm in the afternoon. He considers him¬ 
self a horseman rather than a trainer. 
"There's a big difference between working 
with young horses to get them ready and 
training them at the race track," he says. 

Suzanne, who came to the United States 
from England in 1960 as Suzanne Cove, be¬ 
came the leading three-day event rider in the 
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Heartlight No. One continued 

country in 1962. She now breaks the young 
horses at Country Roads and is the secretary 
of the West Virginia Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. The Moscarellis have a 13-year-old 
daughter, Lisa, in addition to 21-year-old 
Vince Jr. 

Vinnie and Suzanne also sell horses at 
Keeneland, Ocala, Fasig-Tipton and Mary¬ 
land Sales Agency sales. They have great 
respect for the latter and for Maryland horse¬ 
men in general, especially when selling their 
Maryland-breds. "It's nicer in Maryland. 
We're closer and we support it and like to sell 
there," Suzanne says. 


Second generation Moscarellis are Vince Jr., 21, 
and Lisa, 13. Longtime employee Marshall Wil¬ 
liams holds Icantell, dam of Heartlight No. One, 
named for the hit song Burt Bacharach co-wrote. 


Country Roads was the 11th leading con¬ 
signor at the MSA May sale, selling a Quad¬ 
ratic colt and a Rollicking filly for an average 
of $36,000. The Moscarellis hope to help im¬ 
prove the reputation of Maryland sales. 
"We're pushing and we hope that Mary¬ 
land's gonna go," Suzanne says. 

Suzanne and Vinnie are also likely to help 
the good name of their much-maligned 
home track, Charles Town. 

"Burt Bacharach has a theory that if you 
keep a horse in cheap company, you'll get a 
cheap horse," says Braunstein, referring to 
the poor reputation of Charles Town run¬ 
ners. "I guess that theory's just been dis¬ 
proved." 

Perhaps it wasn't even tested. At Country 
Roads, the Moscarellis are making sure the 
company's anything but cheap. □ 
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Benefits of the horse business can be substantial ... 
but mistakes are costly.

Palmgrens Begin 
Farm Operation

Mr. and Mrs. Dennis Palmgren have 
purchased 53-acre Independence Farm in 
Monkton from Mrs. June McKnight and are 
operating the farm as a center to turn out and 
leg up race horses and prep sales yearlings. 

Mrs. Palmgren is the former Elizabeth 
(Beth) Ramsing, a show rider and licensed 
trainer at Thoroughbred tracks. She and 
Palmgren, a Baltimore businessman, were 
married last month. 

The Palmgrens have renamed their prop¬ 
erty King's Cross Farm and are already pre¬ 
paring several yearlings for the Keeneland 
Fall and Eastern Fall yearling sales. King's 
Cross derives its name from Mrs. Palmgren's 
great grandfather, Pedar Ramsing. "He was 
commander in chief of the Danish Army," 
Mrs. Palmgren said. "He saved the king's 
life in battle and was awarded the Cross of 
Denmark, that country's highest honor." 

Mrs. Palmgren's father is Thor Ramsing, 
an international financier and renowned 
sailor in transatlantic races. Her sister, Cyn¬ 
thia McGinnes, operates Thommar Farm in 
Chestertown with her husband, Charles. 

"Mrs. McKnight had used Independence 
for event horses and it has superb facilities," 
Mrs. Palmgren said. "We have two bams, 
with 17 stalls, an indoor ring, quarter-mile 
and half-mile turf gallops, an outdoor sand 
arena, numerous paddocks and turn-out 
sheds and a great location. King's Cross is 
situated next to the Vosses' Atlanta Hall 
Farm and Mrs. Henry Obre's Andor Farm. 

The Palmgrens' main clients so far are Dr. 
Philip Torsney and Thommar Farm. 
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A graduate of Madeira School in Great 
Falls, Va., Mrs. Palmgren showed hunters 
and jumpers under the tutelage of Frank 
Chapot while in high school. She stopped 
showing to attend Tufts University where 
she majored in psychology. "I transferred to 
Johns Hopkins University and that's how I 
became acquainted with this area," Mrs. 
Palmgren said. 

Leaving Johns Hopkins in her junior year 
to go to the race track, she worked for train¬ 
ers John R.S. Fisher, Willard Thompson, 
Tom Waller and Doug Davis before taking 
out her own license in 1977. She trained 
mostly on the New Jersey-Florida circuit. 
"At one time I had as many as 15 horses in 
my bam, including Sir Lister, who had won 
a graded stakes, and Al's Annie, who later 
won stakes for my uncle (C.A. Twitchell)," 
she said. 

Beth decided she wanted "to settle down" 
and leave the transient race track life in 1981. 
She returned to Maryland, rented part of 
Independence Farm and worked as a techni¬ 
cian for Baltimore county veterinarian John 
Fowble Jr. 

"I figure with my race track and vet experi¬ 
ence I'm particularly adept at taking care of 
leg problems and rehabilitating race horses," 
Beth said. "My showing experience helps in 
preparing sales horses." 

The Palmgrens currently have 15 horses at 
King's Cross Farm. They plan also to start 
breaking yearlings for various clients this 
fall. □ 
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Three Starts, Three Wins, 
Two Stakes for Stag a Lee

]Vlaryland's first 2-year-old stake of 1983 
was won by the colt who also had won Mary¬ 
land's first 2-year-old race of the season—a 
maiden event at Pimlico on May 5. 

In accounting for the $30,000 Primer 
Stakes at Bowie on July 9, Stag a Lee de¬ 
feated New York invader Ballet Partner and 
in his third start the undefeated colt beat four 
other Maryland-breds in the Playpen Stakes, 
Bowie's closing feature. He has already 
earned $44,587 for brothers Hamilton A. and 
Franklin G. Smith. Additionally, since Stag a 
Lee was bred in Maryland by the Smiths, the 
South Carolinians will receive approximate¬ 
ly $5,500 in breeder awards. 


Understandably, trainer Hamilton Smith 
is ecstatic about the success already attained 
by his obscurely-bred stakes winner. "My 
brother and I have never had a bankroll that 
would give us a chance to buy expensive 
mares," says the 38-year-old trainer. "We 
got Stag a Lee's dam on a deal (the mare's 
first foal went to the former owner), and Stag 
a Lee's sire was Inkosana who was our own 
stallion up until he died last year from a heart 
attack." 

Inkosana, 1966, was by Mongo out of My 
Sister Kate by Native Dancer. He placed in 
one $15,000 hurdle stake and retired with 
earnings of $9,970 to the Smith brothers' 
farm located near Elloree, South Carolina. 
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In addition to the Smiths' 100-acre 
"home" farm, brother Franklin also operates 
a training center in Elloree at which he 
breaks over 40 yearlings each fall. 

With Franklin at the training center and 
Hamilton on the Maryland racing circuit, the 
brothers shift their stock back and forth so 
that the racing stable is replenished fre¬ 
quently. 

Hamilton runs his horses year-round in 
Maryland. He lives in a town house in Laurel 
with his wife, 8-year-old twin daughters and 
5-year-old son. He currently has 12 horses in 
his racing stable for ten different owners 
(five owners live in Maryland, three in South 
Carolina and one each in Kentucky and Mas¬ 
sachusetts). 

"We started off with very little in the way 
of horses," says Hamilton, " and we've had 
to battle it every step of the way. Our father

was a soybean and grain farmer. One of my 
older brothers (there were four boys and 
three girls in the family) went to the tracks as 
an exercise boy and later became a jockey. 
He (John E. Smith) got Franklin and me in¬ 
terested in racing. I was an official on the 
New England circuit and Penn National be¬ 
fore I took out my trainer's license six years 
ago." 

Franklin has had his training center for 
five years. 

"We've got about 15 broodmares at the 
home farm," says Hamilton. "And we've got 
a Raja Baba stud there along with John's Roll 
(a 5-year-old son of Rollicking who was a 
multiple stakes winner of $92,633). 

"If we have a mare carrying a foal that 
seems worthwhile, we send her to Maryland 
to foal. But most of our mares are too cheap 
for an investment like that. After all, it costs a 
lot of money to board them out plus paying 
the hauling fees." 

Carry On Angel, dam of Stag a Lee, was 
one of the mares that the Smith brothers 
thought worthy of sending to Maryland so 
that her foal would be eligible for breeder 
awards. 

"I sent her to Gordon Downing's farm in 
Upper Marlboro," says Hamilton. "Gordon 
is mostly a tobacco farmer. Stag a Lee was 
the first foal ever dropped at his farm." 

Carry On Angel, a daughter of Kentucky 
Pride, was owned by the brothers in partner¬ 
ship when she foaled Stag a Lee. But Frank¬ 
lin has since sold his interest to the Summers 
brothers (Robert J. and E. Hill) who also live 
in Upper Marlboro. 

"The mare has a Rollicking yearling filly 
and is in foal to Hempt's Lark," says Hamil¬ 
ton. "I bred her to Hempt's Lark because I 
ran behind him so many times at Maryland 
tracks." 

The Summers brothers are also into tobac¬ 
co but, under Hamilton's guidance, are ex¬ 
panding into Thoroughbreds. "I've had 
claiming class horses for them for four or five 
years," says the trainer, "and now they've 
got three broodmares on their farm. One of 
the mares is 100 per cent theirs, the other two 
are owned 50 per cent by me. □

$100,000 Sponsored Race Set 
For MSA-Sold 2-Year-Olds 


Two-year-olds sold by the Maryland 
Sales Agency will be offered a special 
$100,000 race at Bowie on December 17. 

The mile and a sixteenth race will be spon¬ 
sored by Miller Lite Brewing Company and 
will be known as the Miller Lite Maryland 
Classic. Eligible for the race will be only 
those horses sold by the MSA from Sep¬ 
tember 24, 1982, through August 31,1983. 

The Miller Lite Classic will be the first race 
ever run at a Maryland mile track under the 
sponsorship of a commercial firm. William 
G. Christmas, president of the MSA, negoti¬ 
ated the arrangement. 

Following a meeting held at Bowie last 
month, Christmas said, “Miller plans to do 
things first class. For example, programs will 
be given free to all customers at Miller's ex¬ 
pense. They'll also supply jackets for the 
outriders and grooms, and there will be a 
Miller Lite cooler for every horse in the race. 
The value of the race will exceed $100,000 
when the eligibility and starting fees are 
added." 

Those in attendance at the meeting held in 
Bowie's Directors' Lounge included Jack 
Landry, Miller Lite's senior vice-president 
and director of marketing; William W. Cat¬ 
ion, Miller's vice-president for brand man¬ 
agement; Esther L. Fortner, manager of mar¬ 
keting controls for Philip Morris Inc.; Alvin 
A. Karwacki, Bowie's general manager; 
Lawrence J. Abbundi, Bowie's director of 
racing, and Milton (Muggins) Feldman, 
Bowie's publicity director.

Christmas states that all horses sold by the 
MSA during the specified time period are 
automatically nominated for the race. A con¬ 
tinuing eligibility payment of $100 will be 
required by September 15, added Christmas. 

"Only horses actually sold by us are eligi¬ 
ble," cautioned Christmas. "It must have 
been a bona fide sale." 

The race will be run under allowance con¬ 
ditions, reports Abbundi. Weights will be 
determined by each horse's earnings with 
the maximum being 122 pounds for colts and 
geldings and 119 pounds for fillies. In the 
event the number of entries exceeds the ca¬ 
pacity for a single race, contestants will be 
chosen in the order of purse money already 
earned. The race under no circumstances 
will be split. 

It is planned that the Miller Lite Maryland 
Classic will become an annual race with all 
horses sold by the MSA since September 24, 
1982, becoming eligible in subsequent years. 
Perhaps unique is the fact that foals being 
carried in utero when their dams are sold will 
be eligible for the race. □

Horse Community Planned 

Hollow Tree Farm, a 150-acre wooded site 
in Olney, is being developed as an eques¬ 
trian community—the first of its kind in the 
state of Maryland. The project, which was 
conceived by Seldeen Development Corpo¬ 
ration of Silver Spring, Md., provides 30 
home sites of at least 2 acres each, bordered 
by 86 acres of open common land. 

As an area that has been placed in the 
Rural Cluster Zone by the Montgomery 
County Planning Board, the Hollow Tree 
Farm property is required to retain some of 
its agricultural characteristics when devel¬ 
oped as a residential area. Faced with a vari¬ 
ety of potential agricultural uses, Seldeen 
Development Corporation chose to accom¬ 
modate horses, and market the home sites 
primarily to people who love them. 

Sixty percent of the area at Hollow Tree 
Farm will be left as open space devoted to 
horses. Among the possible uses for the 
common area are a stable, training rings and 
a jump course. "The home owners will de¬ 
cide exactly what they want to do with the 
common area," said Martin Seldeen, presi¬ 
dent of Seldeen Development Corporation.

Jolly Johu, who entered stud in 1978, had his first 
stakes winner in January, 1982, when Maryland- 
bred Johu's Mary scored in the Pan Zareta Stakes 
at Sunland Park, New Mexico. Both winners were 
bred by William Backer of Glen Ella Farm in Vir¬ 
ginia, who owns several shares in Jolly Johu. 

Mr. Backer, who is president of the New York 
advertising agency Backer and Spielvogel, sold 
Jolly Gooa Time for $4,000 at the 1982 Maryland 
Sales Agency Select yearling sale. The 2-year-old 
filly broke her maiden on June 10 and won an 
allowance on June 24 before taking on nine other 
juveniles in her first stakes attempt. She defeated 
You'll Remember by a length for the victory, and 
Gold Soverign was anotner length behind for 
third. 

In five years of racing. Jolly Johu won the Grade 2 
John B. Campbell Handicap, the Native Dancer 
Handicap and the Survivor and W.P. Burch 
Stakes as well as taking second in Little Current's 
Belmont Stakes. His first two crops have been 
promising, with 12 winners from 23 starters earn¬ 
ing $186, 794 .

The deceased Tentam ranked behind Rollicking 
and King's Bishop as Maryland's third leading sire 
in 1982 and he is figuring prominently again this 
year. Tentam is the sire of six stakes winners so far 
in 1983, including Stellarette ($187,257) and 
Tecomo, winner of the Group 3 Jersey Stakes at 
Royal Ascot in June. 

Tentam's 4-year-old daughter Wendy's Ten 
notched her third stakes success in July, taking 
Monmouth's Sensational Stakes. Wendy's Ten 
came into the race off a two-length victory over 
First Approach at Atlantic City—her first win 
since January. But Mrs. Blanche Levy's homebred 
sprinter has been quite consistent this year. She 
had four consecutive second-place performances 
which included placing in Hialeah's Miami Beach 
Stakes and in Keeneland's Thoroughbred Gub of 
America Stakes. (All told, Wendy's Ten has 
placed in six added-money events.)

A Phenome¬ 
non led wire to wire in the mile and an eighth 


event, defeating Timeless Native by a head and 
Head of the House by less than half a length. The 
race marked only his fifth start and his first at¬ 
tempt beyond seven furlongs. His winning time 
was 1:49%. Tentam's last full crop of 43 registered 
foals are now 2-year-olds. 

Wendy's Ten is the second foal and first stakes 
winner out of her dam Screen Credit. The Prince 
John mare produced a filly by The Minstrel in 1980 
which Mrs. Levy sold to Monty Roberts, agent, for 
$52,000 at the 1981 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky sum¬ 
mer yearling sale. The filly, named Catch My Act, 
was exported to Ireland. 

Mrs. Levy, who formerly campaigned under the 
Jaclyn Stable banner with her late husband Dr. 
Leon Levy, also owns stakes-winning Victor's 
Gent. Dr. Levy was chairman of the board at At¬ 
lantic City race track, which is now headed by his 
son Robert P. Levy.

From his only crop of three reported foals Sir 
Lister is now the sire of one stakes winner, his son 
Lord Lister having pushed his earnings to 
$174,247 when he won the Fort McHenry Hand¬ 
icap at Bowie on July 4. 

Lord Lister won only one race last year but he ran 
second in the Jamaica Handicap and Devon 
Stakes and third in the Yankee Handicap and in 
Belmont's Jerome. After being freshened in Aiken 
during the winter, he returned to win his first start 
at Aqueduct in May. Fourth in his next race, he 
then defeated Late Act going a mile and an eighth 
at Belmont in June. 

Trainer Bill Hirsch (grandson of Hall of Fame 
trainer Max Hirsch) next shipped the colt south to 
compete in the Fort McHenry. Lord Lister circled 
horses on the final turn, lugging in slightly as he 
took command from Her Pal coming into the 
stretch. He held off Her Pal at the wire by half a 
length. Hail Emperor, who hit the rail attempting 
to pass Her Pal on the inside, finished another 
length and a half back in third place. 

As the result of a steward's inquiry and two foul 
claims. Her Pal was disqualified and placed third 


and Hail Emperor was moved up to second place. 

In his next start in the Grade 1 Brooklyn Handicap 
Lord Lister led after a mile before giving way to 
finish fourth in the one and a half mile race. 

Lord Lister was bred by Mrs. Harold P. Whitmore, 
who also raced his sire Sir Lister, named in honor 
of Listerine, a product Mrs. Whitmore's grand¬ 
father invented. Sir Lister won the Peter Pan 
Stakes and was second in the Dwyer Handicap in 
1976. He later developed back trouble and his 
owner sent him to Thommar to spend the 1978 
season at stud. 

Through Charlie McGinnes Mrs. Whitmore 
bought two mares to breed to Sir Lister, including 
the Mongo mare Negation which McGinnes pur¬ 
chased for $11,000 at the 1977 Maryland Fall mixed 
sale. Negation produced Lord Lister in 1979 but in 
the meantime Mrs. Whitmore had returned Sir 
Lister to the races. However, he never regained 
his old form and after spending a season at Close- 
bum Stud in New York he was consigned to a 
mixed sale at Keeneland in January of 1981. Sir 
Lister was purchased there for $19,000 by Luigi 
Miglietti who sent him to his farm in Venezuela. 

The McGinneses acquired Negation from Mrs. 
Whitmore in 1979 and since then her value has 
increased dramatically. She is a half-sister to four 
stakes winners, including Pay T.V. They sold her 
Tentam filly to Dr. Leonard Pineau, agent, for 
$83,000 at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky's summer year¬ 
ling sale in 1982 and her yearling Winged T. filly, 
named Gridlock, was reserve champion at the 
MHBA's 1983 yearling show. 

McGinnes sold Negation, in foal to Run the Gant¬ 
let, to Mr. Miglietti last winter. The buyer had 
originally intended to ship the mare to Sir Lister in 
Venezuela, but eventually opted to send her to his 
farm in Kentucky. She produced a Run the Gant¬ 
let filly this spring and was bred to Top Com¬ 
mand.

Restless 
Chris's stablemate Mr. Radius finished a head be¬ 
hind him and another four and a half lengths 
better than the fourth place finisher. 

Sonny Corleone was bred (in partnership) by 
Jacques Zinman and is trained by Anthony Del¬ 
loso, respectively the breeder and trainer of Ter¬ 
rific Son. Terrific Son won both the Morven Hand¬ 
icap and the Allegheny Stakes at 2, earning 
$89,938. He also placed in the Grade 2 Heritage 
and the Lansdale G. Sasscer Stakes and was as¬ 
signed 111 pounds on the Experimental Free 
Handicap. The colt developed tendon problems at 
the start of his 3-year-old season and spent the 
next year, 1980, at stud at Sunset Hill Farm, where 
Sonny Corleone was conceived. 

As the result of a swimming program at Dr. Larry 
Cushing's Equine Gambit, Terrific Son's injury 
showed marked improvement and the horse re¬ 
turned to racing in 1981. In his next two seasons he 
won one race and earned $33,287, pushing his 
career total to $125,748. He stood his second sea¬ 
son at the Cushings' Equine Gambit this spring. 

Sonny Corleone's dam Rare Value also raced in 
Mr. tinman's colors—without success. Zinman 
paid $4,000 for her at the 1978 Keeneland Fall 
yearling sale and the filly never finished better 
than seventh in her six starts. But she lived up to 
her name when she produced Sonny Corleone, 
her first foal. Mr. Delloso bought the colt for 
$4,500 at the 1982 Eastern Fall mixed sale on behalf 
of Eugene Frasca.

Like his sire Double Edge Sword, Aspro has raced 
best late in his career. Double Edge Sword was 
stakes-placed at 3, then fractured a coffin bone 


and did not race the next year. He won his first 
stakes when he returned to the track at age 5, but 
his best year came at 6 when he won the West¬ 
chester and Excelsior Handicaps (both Grade 2) 
and the Grade 3 Washington Park Handicap. 

Aspro, a 5-year-old horse from Double Edge 
Sword's first crop, has won two graded events so 
far this year. Bua Delp's charge took Keeneland's 
Ben Ali Handicap in April and his next start was 
on July 9 at Ak-Sar-Ben in the Grade 3 Board of 
Governors' Handicap. 

Ronnie Franklin rated the favored Aspro back 
early in the mile and a sixteenth contest. The roan 
horse made his move on the final turn, taking the 
lead in early stretch. By the furlong marker Aspro 
held a three-length advantage which the late-clos¬ 
ing Comet Kat cut down to a length at the wire. 
Vodika Collins finished third, four and a half 
lengths behind Comet Kat. 

The race marked the second important win in 
Omaha for Bud Delp and Ronnie Franklin in seven 
days. A week earner they got the rich Omaha 
Gold Cup (Grade 3) with Harry Meyerhoff's 
Timeless Native. 

The Board of Governors' was the third win for 
Aspro in 1983. His first tally of the year came in 
January when he won the Diplomat Way Hand¬ 
icap at the Fair Grounds. (Aspro took that same 
$25,000 overnight event in 1982 as well.) 

Aspro's dam Mermayde was one of three foals out 
of Call the Watch which Mr. and Mrs. James A. 
Bayard purchased from Miss E.S. Bromley. Like 
her half-brothers Le Bon Chevalier ($41,886) and 
stakes-placed Gillingham ($42,717), Mermayde 
raced in the Bayards' colors. However, Call the 
Watch's best foal was Four Bells, a stakes-winning 
filly who earned $114,325 for Mrs. Alice Lowen- 
thal. (Four Bells' Lyphard colt, consigned by Pillar 
Stud, sold to Ashton Upthorpe Stud for $1.3 mil¬ 
lion at Keeneland in July.) 

Aspro's half-brother Harrowgate is also his stable- 
mate. He placed in the Holiday in Dixie Stakes last 
April. Mermayde has an unraced 2-year-old King 
Emperor filly named Regina Oceanus and a year¬ 
ling colt by Run the Gantlet. The mare died of colic 
last summer.

Heartlight No. One continued 

It was a story right out of Hollywood. 

The race was the Hollywood Oaks, held at Hol¬ 
lywood Park for 3-year-old fillies. The winning 
owner was Burt Bacharach, national celebrity and 
award-winning composer of numerous film 
scores and hit songs. And the winner was a small 
town girl who came to California and became a 
star overnight. 

Even her name has a touch of Hollywood. Like 
many stars, she changed it when she left home. 
Bacharach gave her the name Heartlight No. One 
because he hoped his hit song "'Heartlight," in¬ 
spired by the movie E.T., would make it to num¬ 
ber one. 

The filly was originally named Been Rejected be¬ 
cause she had been savaged by her mother, Ican- 
tell. For three weeks, she was cared for by Suzanne 
Moscarelli of Country Roads Farm in West Vir¬ 
ginia, where Bacharach maintains 11 mares and 
raises their offspring. Heartlight No. One learned 
to run under Vinnie Moscarelli at Charles Town 
and in Honda before she joined Bacharach's stable 
of seven in California. 

Her first race came on January 8 at Santa Anita. 
Although she was hit from both sides as she left 
the gate, she rallied to finish third, but a pulled 
back muscle kept her from the track for five 


months. She broke her maiden in her next start 
June 4, winning by seven lengths at Hollywood 
Park. 

In the Hollywood Oaks she went off the second 
choice at 7-2. Favorite was Bright Crocus, winner 
of the Fair Grounds Oaks and second in Princess 
Rooney's Kentucky Oaks. Heartlight No. One 
also faced Sweet Diane, winner of the Princess 
Stakes, and Preceptress, second in the same race. 

The Maryland-bred, ridden by Laffit Pincay Jr., 
sprinted to the front early and steadily increased 
her lead. Running easily, she covered the first 
half-mile in 45% and finished in 1:49% over a fast 
track. 

Heartlight No. One is the first Grade 1 stakes 
winner for her sire Rock Talk, who is little known 
in California except for stakes winner of over 
$300,000 Rock Softly. She was the first foal from 
Bacharach's broodmare Icantell, who is kept at 
Country Roads but drops her foals in Maryland in 
order to be eligible for the Maryland-bred pro¬ 
gram. Icantell, now in foal to Halo, is by Tell, a sire 
of 24 stakes winners from his first 10 crops who 
stands in California. 

Bacharach plans to send Heartlight No. One back 
East for the New York fall campaign, where she 
will have a better shot at an Eclipse award. She 
may run once more in California but should arrive 
at Saratoga in time for the Alabama on August 6.

The only first-time starter in a field of 11 Mary¬ 
land-bred juvenile fillies. Masked Barb trounced 
her rivals in Bowie's Toddler Stakes. She broke 
well, getting the lead just before the three-eighths 
pole, and jockey Alberto Delgado put away the 
whip in midstretch enroute to a six-length victory 
in the five and a half furlong event. Me Darlin 
Anna B., by Rollicking, was second, three lengths 
ahead of another Rollicking filly. Make and En¬ 
trance—half of trainer Brian Mayberry's favored 
entry. Masked Barb's winning time of 1:05 was 
one of the best of the meeting. The gray daughter 
of Masked Dancer paid $28.60 and headed an ex- 
acta worth $259.20. 

Masked Barb is the first stakes winner for her 
owner-breeders, Joseph and Barbara Piccioni. Mr. 
Piccioni claimed her second dam Dot Kiss at 
Shenandoah Downs for $1,500 in 1972. Since the 
mare broke down as a result of that race, Mr. 
Piccioni went into the breeding business and Dot 
Kiss became his foundation mare.

Trainer Billy Boniface had a busy day on Saturday, 
July 16. With his two best colts running in 
$100,000 stakes in two different states, he practi¬ 
cally had to be in two places at once. Ordinary 
transportation wouldn't do. Shortly after 4:31 
p.m., when Deputed Testamony left the gate in 
the Governor's Cup Handicap at Bowie, Boniface 
climbed into a helicopter and flew to Atlantic City 
to saddle Parfaitement in the 29th running of the 
Jersey Derby, post time 7:45 p.m. He didn't even 
stay at Bowie long enough to see Rauschenberg, 
another of his charges, win the ninth race. 

His efforts were rewarded. Parfaitement earned 
second money in a narrow half-length loss to 
World Appeal, who broke a track record set in 
1954. Deputed Testamony fared even better, edg¬ 
ing Country Pine for a victory. 

Deputed Testamony gave five to 14 pounds to his 
four rivals as the even-money favorite in the 9- 
furlong race. Jockey Herb McCauley held the 
stretch-runner off the pace set by Ohio Derby 
runner-up Bet Big for the first seven furlongs, 
then tried to move up inside Megatum at the top 
of the stretch. When the hole suddenly closed, 
McCauley moved the Traffic Cop colt back outside 
to pass Megatum and caught up to Country Pine 
at the eighth pole. Deputed Testamony crossed 
the wire a neck ahead in 1:50% over a fast track. 
Bet Big was third, five lengths to the rear. 

The Governor's Cup was the first race for Deputed 
Testamony since the Belmont over a month be¬ 
fore, and the rest freshened him considerably. He 
had trained hard getting ready for the Belmont 
and ended up wasting himself early to finish sixth. 
His win in the Governor's Cup helped bring him 
back to his pre-Preakness form, when his recent 
victory in the Keystone Stakes had lifted his 
spirits. After the Governor's Cup, Boniface put 
the Haskell Invitational and the Travers on De¬ 
puted Testamony's schedule, with hopes for the 
j-year-old championship.

Barring Deputed Testamony, the hottest colt in 
Maryland this summer is Stag a Lee. The unde¬ 
feated juvenile notched back-to-back stakes wins 
in July, winning both the Primer and the Playpen 
Stakes. 

In a surprising performance in Bowie's Primer, 
Stag a Lee, the only Maryland-bred in the field, 
took the lead at the start of the five and a half 
furlong race. Headed by the 3-5 favorite Ballet 
Partner on the outside turning into the stretch. 
Stag a Lee came on again to defeat Ballet Partner 
by three-quarters of a length. A length and a half 
behind Ballet Partner was Vinny's Pride. 

Based on that performance, fans at Bowie made 
Stag a Lee the 2-5 favorite in the Playpen Stakes 16 
days later. He justified their faith by leading at 
every call. He beat Pac Soldier by a length, while 
A. Marini was third, another five lengths back. 


Stag a Lee's winning time of 1:06 in the Playpen 
was % of a second slower than his time in the 
Primer. "I was not as happy with his performance 
in the Playpen," said his trainer Hamilton Smith, 
"but he bucked shins in the race so he certainly 
had an excuse." 

Stag a Lee was bred by Hamilton Smith and his 
brother Franklin, who stood his sire Inkosana at 
the Smith family's farm in Elloree, S.C., until he 
died in 1982. 

Inkosana—a son of Mongo and My Sister Kate, a 
stakes-placed full sister to Raise a Native—cam¬ 
paigned in the colors of Marion duPont Scott. He 
won only two races, one over hurdles at Aque¬ 
duct, and was second in the Annapolis Hurdle 
Stakes in 1969. After his retirement Mrs. Scott 
leased the well-bred horse to the Smiths for three 
years before giving him to them. 

Despite limited opportunities in South Carolina, 
Inkosana did much better at stud than he ever did 
in training. "Inkosana didn't get especially good 
mares," said Ham Smith, "but he sired horses 
who can go beyond a mile as well as sprint and 
who can run on grass and dirt." From fewer than 
50 registered foals Inkosana sired several which 
earned about $100,000 or more. He has one other 
stakes winner in the Maryland-bred filly Play It 
Now who was bred in Franklin's name. 

Though Stag a Lee runs in Ham Smith's name he 
is also owned by Franklin, George Draper, Hill 
Summers and Carl Hopkins. Mr. Draper is a po¬ 
liceman, Summers is a tobacco farmer and Hop¬ 
kins has a business selling pizzas door-to-door.

Exactly 20 years elapsed between the births of 
John Manfuso's two best homebreds. All Brandy, 
a foal of 1959, was Maryland's best 3-year-old and 
her grandson, A Magic Spray, was bom in 1979. 
He became the state's champion 2-year-old colt or 
gelding. 

Manfuso, now 79, had to wait only one year after 
the birth of A Magic Spray to get Any Spray, the 
3-year-old filly who has won all five of her starts, 
by a combined margin of 23 3 /* lengths. She too is a 
potential champion. 

Any Spray was unraced at 2 and broke her maiden 
by 10 lengths when she ran for an $11,500 tag at 


Pimlico on June 1. Since then she has twice beaten 
older fillies and mares. 

Despite her sterling record of four wins from four 
starts, many fans at Bowie on the day of the 
Caesar's Wish failed to believe that Any Spray was 
the real thing. The race marked the filly's first 
attempt around two turns and the bettors made 
Bohemia Stable's more experienced Thirty Flags 
the odds-on favorite. Thirty Flags, third to Ski 
Goggle in the Acom Stakes and fourth to Able 
Money in the Mother Goose, carried 117 
pounds—two less than stakes-winning Final 
Chapter, who was second choice in the betting. 
Any Spray carried 114 pounds. 

Her regular rider Dave Byrnes saved ground with 
Any Spray early in the mile and a sixteenth race, 
and she advanced between horses on the final 
turn to take the lead entering the stretch. She 
drew off to win by a length and three-quarters 
from Final Chapter, who beat Thirty Flags by a 
half-length. Manfuso's filly paid $9. 

Any Spray is the third stakes winner for her sire 
Royal Consort, who stood at Manfuso's Osufnam 
Farm in 1979. The son of Raise a Native and 
stakes-winning Sequence is owned by William 
Harris and stands now at his farm in Glen Allen, 
Va. Stakes-placed Classic Edition and Harris's 
good allowance winner Hardi are also by Royal 
Consort. 

Salt Spray, the broodmare sire of Any Spray and 
A Magic Spray, stands at Manfuso's Osufnam 
Farm. And most of the eight broodmares there are 
somehow related to him. All Spray, the dam of 
Any Spray, died last year. Her suckling foal was 
raised by another mare, who accepted the foal 
along with her own. 

Farm manager Murph Kenney reports that 24- 
vear-old All Brandy is now in foal to Mr. Man¬ 
fuso's Joyful Charger. That mare had been barren 
for the last two years.

ginia. "It wasn't much of a stake, but it helps," 
Mrs. Kramer admits. 

Mrs. Kramer lost the son of Bold Favorite in a 
claiming race in his 2-year-old year, but she still 
owns his dam In Venus Veritas and two of her 
daughters. In Venus Veritas has produced three 
winners from four foals to race, all three by Bold 
Favorite. She also has a 2-year-old filly. Easy Ve¬ 
nus by Easy Gallop, training with Mike Daggett in 
New York and is currently in foal to Salutely. 

Bold Adonis never attempted a stakes race until 
last spring, when he ran eighth behind Lord Gal¬ 
lant and bwelegant in the Independence Hand¬ 
icap at Keystone. Two allowance victories later, he 
went in the Squires, finishing fourth to Two Da¬ 
vids and Swelegant. 

Sent off the favorite in the Commonwealth as well 
as the highweight at 122, Bold Adonis was trying 
for his first win on the turf in three career at¬ 
tempts. The gelding ran around runner-up Great 
Ending and third-place Hear Hear in the final 
furlong and finished IV 2 lengths in front under a 
hand ride from jockey Robert Fitzgerald. His time 
for the five furlongs was :57. 

Bold Favorite won the Illinois Derby, the Chica¬ 
go's American Charities Inc. Handicap, the Clark 
Handicap twice, and the National Jockey Gub and 
SNARO Handicaps. He also defeated Horse of the 
Year Personality before retiring to stud in Mary¬ 
land, where he stood for six seasons before his 
death in 1978. 

Bold Adonis' maternal grandsire Dunce also has 
an impressive record, both on the track and at 
stud. He won the American Derby, the Arlington 
Classic and the Stars and Stripes Handicap, and 
he ran third in the 1959 Preakness to Royal Orbit 
and Sword Dancer. At stud, he sired 15 stakes 
winners of almost $4.5 million.

Obituaries 


J. Gilbert Haus 

J. Gilbert Haus, one of Maryland's most 
prominent racing officials during the 1950's 
and 60's, died last month following a long 
illness. A native Baltimorean, Mr. Haus was 
77 years old. 

Best remembered for his role as racing sec¬ 
retary and handicapper at Delaware Park, 
Mr. Haus also at various times worked at all 
of the Maryland tracks and was general man¬ 
ager of Randall Park and Thistledown in 
Ohio. 

He also served as racing secretary at Fair 
Hill and Rolling Rock which operate their 
meetings under the auspices of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 

Mr. Haus's wife, Eleanor, died several 
years ago. He is survived by his son, ]. Gil¬ 
bert Haus Jr., and seven grandchildren. 

Richard L. "Peg" Hanna 

Richard L. "Peg" Hanna, trainer of flat 
racers and trotters, died suddenly last month 
in Pompano Beach, Florida. He was reported 
to be 83 years old. 

Mr. Hanna trained for Bobanet Farm, Otis 
Nvberg, and Justin Funkhouser for many 
years. More recently he worked with the 
trotting stable of Billy Houghton. 

He is survived by his wife, Leta Hanna. 

Burton Zarin 

Burton Zarin, a breeder and owner of a 
Maryland-based racing stable, died last 
month as the result of injuries sustained in a 
May 14 fire. Mr. Zarin, 59, was doing electri¬ 
cal work at the Burlington Coat Factory in 
Fairfax (Va.) when injured. He was presi¬ 
dent of the Zarin Electric Company in Cot¬ 
tage City, Md. 

Mr. Zarin's best race horse was Crimson 
April, a stakes-placed winner of nearly 
$170,000. A foal of 1977, Crimson April fin¬ 
ished second in the 1981 Gallorette Hand¬ 
icap and third that same year in the Waya 
Stakes. 
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A resident of Silver Spring, Mr. Zarin was 
a native of Washington and lifelong area res¬ 
ident. He was a member of the Beth Sholom 
Congregation in Potomac, the Benjamin 
Franklin Masonic Lodge and Fudda Nabi 
Grotto. 

Survivors include his wife, May; a daugh¬ 
ter, April Lafferman; a brother, Irwin, and 
two grandchildren. 


Breeders' Cup Report 

The Breeders' Cup reports more than 
9,200 horses were nominated to its rich series 
of races when nominations closed on June 
15. 

Breakdown of the 9,200 is as follows: 5,500 
yearlings, 2,800 2-year-olds and 900 horses 
in training. In addition, there was a group of 
weanlings nominated in advance of the Sep¬ 
tember 1,1983, deadline for foals of 1983. 

Nomination fees of possible contestants 
resulted in the accumulation of $6 million. 
Stallion nominations had earlier generated 
$10 million to the program. 

The Breeders' Cup program will begin 
next year. A fantastically rich series of races 
will be offered at Hollywood Park on a single 
racing program next fall and, in addition, 
certain other races at most North American 
tracks will be bolstered with Breeders' Cup 
funds. 

Jane Goldstein Appointed 

Jane Goldstein, director of publicity for 
Santa Anita Park, will be venue press chief 
for the 1984 Olympic equestrian sports. 

Most of the equestrian competition will be 
presented at Santa Anita, and the endurance 
day of the Three-Day Event at Fairbanks 
Ranch Country Club also will be under man¬ 
agement by Santa Anita. 

Goldstein will have on-site responsibility 
for the implementation of the Los Angeles 
Olympic Organizing Committee's media 
service programs for the equestrian sports. 

"Jane Goldstein is the epitome of a venue 
press chief for the 1984 Olympic Games," 
said Richard B. Perelman, LAOOC press op¬ 
erations director. "She not only has long ex¬ 
perience in dealing with all sectors of the 
media at Santa Anita Park, but is also an avid 
fan of equestrian sports."

Breeder of Top 
Show Jumper

en the Internationale Jumping Clas¬ 
sic comes to Baltimore on October 7-9, Mary¬ 
land-bred Touch of Class will be coming 
home—coming home in style. This lovely 
bay mare with the elegant head and the liq¬ 
uid way of going is now owned in partner¬ 
ship by Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Butler, Mr. and 
Mrs. Brownlee O. Currey, Earle Mack, and 
her riders Joe Fargis and Conrad Homfeld. 

The Butlers, the Curreys and Earle Mack 
have long been associated with top of the 
line show jumpers. The combination of the 
Butlers' horse, Balbuco, and rider Conrad 
Homfeld has copped the Grand Prix Rider of 
the Year and/or the Grand Prix Horse of the 
Year award for the last several seasons. As 
for partner Joe Fargis, he has just been 
named to represent the United States as part 
of the jumping team that will compete in 
Calgary, Canada, in September. There's no 
doubt here. Such a partnership would not 
even look at a horse without a ''touch of 
class." 

The mare, now 10 years old, is by Yankee 
Lad out of Kluwall by Cornwall and was bred 
by Jennifer Rowland Small (wife of former 
Maryland Horse Breeders president Douglas 
R. Small) when Jennifer was very much in¬ 
volved as a jockey at the flat tracks. 

The dam of Touch of Class, "Peanut But¬ 
ter," as Kluwall is called at the home farm in 
Upperco, northern Baltimore county, was a 
gift to Jennifer from the late B. Frank Christ¬ 
mas. 


"When he gave her to me," relates Mrs. 
Small, "Mr. Christmas went into depth 
about her breeding. She (Kluwall) was from 
the family of Fifinella who won both the Ep¬ 
som Derby and the Oaks in 1916, the only 
filly to have done that." 

But it appears that Kluwall was a bit dif¬ 
ficult on the race track. 

"Before I got her, she was reported to have 
jumped the chain-link fence at Pimlico after 
dropping her rider." 

Jennifer's mother, Mrs. Dorothy Row¬ 
land, had a trainer's license, so Kluwall went 
back to the track for a try under the Rowland 
colors. 

"We ran her a couple of times," continues 
Jennifer, "but she just had no speed. I even 
rode her at Fair Hill on the flat. So . . . what 
does a Marylander do when you have a 
horse that can't run—especially if you're 
green—? Of course, you breed her." 

At the time, Jennifer was also the jockey 
for a game gelding named Bar Tab, trained 
by Joe Skinner. It just so happened that 
Skinner owned a half-brother to Bar Tab, a 
colt named Yankee Lad. As things are often 
done in the horse business, Skinner kindly 
offered Small a free breeding for Kluwall to 
his stallion. 

At the 1983 World Cup finals in Vienna, 
Touch of Class (nee Stillaspill), a daughter 
of Yankee Lad and Kluwall, was ridden 
to fourth-place finish by Conrad Homfeld. 
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The result was a filly—now Touch of 
Class—that Jennifer named Stillaspill. 

"Like her dam," Jennifer recalls, "the filly 
was difficult to break. One day she dropped 
me and jumped a three-rail fence and ran off. 
Yancey Christmas had a saying, 'A spill is 
still a spill no matter how you fall.' I thought 
the name would be appropriate." 

Then Jennifer hastens to explain, "I don't 
want to give the wrong impression. The filly 
wasn't bad or crazy, just full of herself." 

And, from the outset, neither Jennifer nor 
Dorothy Rowland was surprised about 
Touch of Class's jumping ability. 

"As soon as 'Peanut Butter' foaled," says 
Mrs. Rowland, "we couldn't keep the mare 
and the filly in a paddock. The mare would 
lark over anything—gates, board fences, 
anything—and this tiny foal would follow 
right along after her."

When it came time for Stillaspill to go to 
the track, Jennifer was faced with much the 
same problems that she had met with the 
filly's dam. 

"She has a lot of personality and she's very 
sensitive, but she's also a bit spooky. She 
was a little tough to work. We ran her as a 
3-year-old but, like her mother, she just 
didn't have the necessary speed." 

At that stage in her career, Jennifer was 
schooling horses for noted steeplechase 
trainer D. Michael Smith wick. So Stillaspill 
(Touch of Class) went to the Smithwick farm 
to be trained as a jumper. 

"Mikey was impressed with her jumping 
but he felt she was a little too high-strung for 
a steeplechase horse. He suggested I send 
her up to Sylvia Hechter to be developed for 
the show ring. We all knew she could jump," 
says Small. "She had all the natural ability, 
but she needed a lot of professional show 
ring work." 

Consequently, at age 4, the Yankee Lad— 
Kluwall filly moved to Harford county and 
into the capable hands of well-known horse 
show trainer Sylvia Hechter. 

"I liked her from the first," Sylvia ex¬ 
claims. "She was just the bravest little horse. 
She thought there wasn't a fence built she 
couldn't jump." 

"She has a wonderful natural eye," inter¬ 
jects Sylvia's daughter, Trish, "and a tre¬ 
mendous stride for a horse as small as she 
is." (Not uncommonly small by race horse 
standards. Touch of Class is petite compared 
to most top Grand Prix jumpers.) 

"I tried to sell her to all sorts of people as a 
Grand Prix horse and they laughed at me," 
remembers Hechter with satisfaction. "First, 
she was a mare, and second, she barely 
scraped 16 hands." 

However, the show ring suited this talent¬ 
ed Thoroughbred as the race track never had. 

"She really seemed to like going to new 
places and seeing new jumps," explains 
Hechter. "Although she's small, the mare is 
totally honest. She's also very strongly made 
and always sound. Her problems came, ini¬ 
tially, because she tended to get very strong 
at the end of the course. She wasn't easily 
rateable when we started with her. But, with 
a soft, sophisticated rider, she did very well." 
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Show Jumper continued 

Through Sylvia Hechter, Jennifer Small 
sold the mare to Cyrene Loveland of Mid- 
dleburg, Va. The young horse did the Florida 
circuit with top-flight rider Leslie Burr in the 
saddle, and then went on to the intermediate 
and amateur championships at the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., International. It was fast ap¬ 
parent to her new owners that Touch of 
Class was inattentive over low fences but 
came into her own as the height and diffi¬ 
culty of the obstacles increased. 

Today, Touch of Class is being ridden by 
Grand Prix experts, Joe Fargis and Conrad 
Homfeld. In 1982, under Homfeld's guiding 
hand, the mare won the "I Love N.Y." 
Grand Prix at Lake Placid and the Hampton 
Grand Prix at Southhampton. She was also 
second at the Baltimore Internationale Jump¬ 
ing Classic last October, fourth in the World 
Cup Finals in Vienna, and a member of the 
winning Nation's Cup Team in Rome. 

Homfeld says that the fact that the horse is 
a mare would never have deterred his con¬ 
sideration. Her size, however, might have. 

"She lacks a bit of stride and scope," Hom¬ 
feld observes. "And endurance might have 
been a problem because of her size. How¬ 
ever, she tries so hard; she's so game; she 
wants to do her job. She's the most uncom¬ 
plicated animal in the world. What she lacks 
in classical ability, she makes up in heart. 
She always rises to the occasion and we have 
developed a tremendous respect for her." 

In fact, with Touch of Class in her prime 
years as a show horse, the 1984 Olympic 
Games in Los Angeles are a definite possi¬ 
bility. 

"I believe they like her," Conrad admits. 
"Hopefully, she will be a strong contender 
for the team (the United States Equestrian 
Team)." 

As for the breeders of Touch of Class, Jen¬ 
nifer Small says, "We're tickled to death 
with where she is. She's developed to her 
full potential which, as a breeder, is what 
you aim for." 

Meanwhile, Kluwall, the dam of Touch of 
Class, is once more in foal to Yankee Lad and 
still jumping from paddock to paddock, ac¬ 
cording to Dorothy Rowland. 
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Also the dam of winning steeplechase 
horse Crocodile Fears and Skibbereen (pres¬ 
ently being shown by Debbie Kelley and 
Bobbie Stedding), both by Elephant Walk, 
Kluwall is producing Thoroughbreds with 
superb jumping potential as well as speed 
and heart. 

"With this bloodline, you have to work to 
find the right niche," concludes Mrs. Row¬ 
land. "They can't be rushed. You just don't 
do whatever you want to do when you want 
to do it." 

Touch of Class has proven that the right 
formula can affect winning results. Her 
niche has been discovered. The local product 
has become an international jumping star. □ 
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Overage Horses Help 
Handicapped Children

Often, senior citizens feel they have no 
place in today's society. Once they retire, 
their services are no longer sought after. 
However, I know of eight elder citizens who 
are much in demand and loved by 48 chil¬ 
dren, week after week. As to appearances, 
they're a bit unusual, weighing between 400 
to 1,000 pounds each, with four skinny legs 
supporting soft furry bodies. But the kids 
love them. 

These senior citzens are horses and 
ponies, the heroes of the Carroll County 4-H 
Riding for the Handicapped Program. This 
program runs for seven weeks, three times a 
year at the Agricultural Center in Westmin¬ 
ster. Designed to provide handicapped 
youngsters with a fun way to benefit from 
therapeutic exercises, the riding instruction 
also teaches riding skills. Without the patient 
assistance of the horses and ponies, this pro¬ 
gram could not exist. 

Although many might consider these 
equine seniors as "over the hill" (since they 
no longer perform as they did in their 
prime), they are nevertheless well suited to 
the handicapped program. Older horses, 
through years of experience, are more toler¬ 
ant of unsteady, unpredictable riders. They 
also willingly accept the games and exercises 
done weekly in each riding session. As an 
instructor with the program. I've seen many 
equine ears prick up during a walking race or 
a game of red light-green light. Quiet as they 
are, the horses often inject that little extra 
effort into winning just to make their excited 
riders proud. 


In their younger days, many of these hors¬ 
es had impressive competition records. 

The actual riding lessons consist of two 
parts: exercises and teaching of riding skills. 
For the physically handicapped, the pro¬ 
gram offers a way to combine fun with ther¬ 
apy. The mentally handicapped respond to 
the warm, loving horses, often gaining self- 
confidence along the way. As one parent 
remarked, "I did notice my daughter moving 
ahead in various skills at home and at school. 
Several of her teachers also noticed her im¬ 
provement in speech, attention and learning 
areas. I didn't think to attach it to horseback 
riding but now I notice she has leveled off 
since horseback riding has stopped for the 
winter." 

All the credit can go to the horses—the 
senior citizens supposedly past their prime, 
but still well loved and needed. Sports and 
play are of the greatest importance in reha¬ 
bilitation since they train and strengthen a 
child physically, while also exerting a posi¬ 
tive influence on mental attitudes. Riding 
offers this positive influence. It also offers 
teamwork—the other half of the team being 
a large, warm, responsive horse that is help¬ 
ing to build confidence, communication and 
trust in a child's life.

■ In "The Racing Scene," Joe Hickey report¬ 
ed that Native Dancer's wins in the Dwyer 
Stakes and the Arlington Classic brought his 
earnings to $658,570, placing him fifth on the 
list of all-time money winners behind Cita¬ 
tion, Stymie, Armed and Assault, none of 
which had earned as much at the same point 
in his career. In the Dwyer he ran at 1 to 20, 
bringing the total value of all the minus pools 
he had created to $73,702.08. He won the 
Classic, the richest race ever staged for 3- 
year-olds, by nine lengths despite a heavy 
track. Jockey Eric Guerin listed both races 
among the colt's easiest. 

Other statistics from Joe Hickey: "In his 17 
races up to and including the Classic, Native 
Dancer has run 16 Vi miles and consumed 
only 26% minutes in doing it. He covers an 
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average of 53% feet per second, which is 
about as close as Thoroughbreds come to 
cracking the sound barrier. Native Dancer 
earns $24,702.55 per minute, or if you wish, 
$40,527.32 per mile; either way the income 
tax people list him in the upper-bracket cate¬ 
gory." 

■ Joe Hickey reported that "the fickle finger 
of Fate has once more snafued the Maryland 
Jockey Club's long-awaited improvement 
program," when a bill to re-zone a 25-acre 
tract near Pimlico race track from residential 
to commercial was vetoed. Acting Mayor Ar¬ 
thur B. Price said the City Council, which 
passed the bill 15-0, did not consider "the 
will of the people." Opposition came from 
nearby residents who feared that track ex¬ 
pansion would lead to increased juvenile de¬ 
linquency in the area. 

■ No Thoroughbreds raced in Maryland in 
July, but numerous administrative positions 
in racing changed hands. Cary C. Boshamer 
relinquished the presidency of the Maryland 
Jockey Club to Herman Cohen following 
purchase of the Pimlico track by the Cohen 
family. John P. Turner Jr. took over as Di¬ 
rector of Racing at Pimlico from Fred Burton, 
and E. Taylor Chewning and Albert A. 
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Shuger were appointed by Governor Mc- 
Keldin to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

■ J. A. Estes' Average Earnings Index for the 
top ten per cent of sires with ten or more 
runners in 1952 was released in the July 4 
issue of The Blood Horse. Sixty-five sires were 
listed, three of which stood in Maryland: 
Occupy (29th), *Hunters Moon (43rd) and 
Discovery (57 th). 

■ In "Turf Notes and Notions," Raleigh 
Burroughs stated that the first D.C. Interna¬ 
tional in 1952 "turned out to be a smash hit of 
international magnitude. People in other 
countries who didn't know Laurel from Rui- 
doso now think of the Maryland track as the 
symbol of American racing." The reason for 
the success was Laurel's accommodation of 
the Europeans by running the race on grass 
and using a special start so that the foreign¬ 
ers were not put at a disadvantage. Also 
crucial was the scheduling of the race after 
the end of the European season. "An English 
gentleman with a fit horse might be tempted 
to try to conquer another world or two before 
Christmas," Burroughs wrote. 


Burroughs' column also contained the fol¬ 
lowing poem: 

He looked a champ from hoof to poll 
As they stood him in the ring; 

When he pricked his ears and pawed the dirt 
You could hear the buyers sing. 

The bidding shot to thirteen grand , 

When I began to see 

That the field was cut to a pompous gent 
With a fancy vest—and me. 

I upped it five and he upped it one , 

And a rather nasty sneer 

Appeared at once on the classic mug 
Of the haughty auctioneer.

Maryland's Top 3-Year-Old 


The Arab went to Kentucky and spent $10.2 million for a yearling colt. 

The Marylander went to his stallion bam, dragged out his $1,000 stud fee horse 
and bred him to a Charles Town mare. 

Nobody knows what Shaikh Mohammed bin Rashid al Maktoum's colt will do on 
the race track. Might never win a race. 

But the $1,000 stud and the Charles Town mare have made racing history through 
the exploits of their 3-year-old son. Deputed Testamony. 

Winner of almost $600,000, D.T. last month accounted for his second Grade 1 stake 
when he defeated a superb field in the $200,000 Haskell Invitational Handicap at 
Monmouth. Earlier this year, D.T. won the $250,000 Preakness, the $100,000 Gover¬ 
nor's Cup, the $100,000 Federico Tesio and a $25,000 stake at Keystone. 

If Deputed Testamony wins the $200,000 Travers at Saratoga this month, he will 
take the lead in the hotly contested battle for the nation's 3-year-old championship. 
And a good win at Belmont this fall could make him America's Horse of the Year. One 
thing seems certain: he'll wind up his career as the biggest money-winning entire male 
Maryland-bred of all time—that record now being held by Smarten at $716,426. 

Not since Chase Me came along in the 1930's has there been such a rags-to-riches 
story for a Maryland-bred. Deputed Testamony (who ran three times in claiming races 
as a 2-year-old) is even reminiscent of Stymie who was claimed for $1,500 before going 
on to earn nearly $1 million. 

But no matter how much D.T. earns, trainer Billy Boniface (who owns D.T. in 
partnership with Francis Sears) will never overtake the Dubai shaikh in personal 
wealth. The shaikh has oil wells; Boniface has only horses. 

The shaikh also has his own Boeing 727. Boniface has only a horse van, pickup 
truck and a Jaguar.
